The 
mass meeting in WSCORNI was well attended and carried by MWDR and 
BIAS and was also covered extensively in the press* Publicity coi 
this mass demonstration against HBREBEL injustice was also carried 
in the New York Times, New York Hearld Tribune and the Stars and 
Strips*

cover a poster issued by DTIINEN in connection with the Qrotewohl 
demand for all-German talks* This poster widely distributed all 
over WSCORNY said «50,000 political prisoners and at least 37# 000 
political deportees are not waiting for talks but for freedom*'* It 
continues to demand not an eye wash amnesty but the release of. all 
political prisoners and the dissolving of the criminal organization 
of the Soviet German State Security Police* On the bottom of the 
poster DTUNM requests any prisoner having been released to visit 
DTLTNSN ^hsadquarters where a welfare and advisory section has been 
set, up for that purpose. 
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
